DENY GENERAL RAISE 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 1.—[Special.]— 
An increase of certain freight rates by the 
reilroade between the Mississippi and 
Buffalo and Pittsburgh is allowed by the 
ipterstate commerce commission in its de- 
dision made public today. This is known 
as Central Freight association territory. 

The 5 per cent increase of charges asked 
hy the milroads east of Buffalo and 
Pittsburgh in trunk line territory and 
New Bngiand territory is disallowed. 


No Lake and Rail Raise. 

No increases were granted on lake and 
rail rates. 

All class rates within the Central 
Freight association territory were ad- 
vanced 5 per cent. Commodity rates got 
alike advance, excepting coal, coke, brick, 
tile, clay, starch; cement, iron ore, and 
pilaster. ; 

The commodities upon which no ad- 
vances were allowed compose approxi- 
mately 35 per cent of the total volume of 
traffic in the Central territory. 


Incomes Increased 1144 Per Cent. 

The new rates are expected to increase 
the incomes of the railroads approxi- 
mately 1% per cent. All the principal 
east and west systems will benefit by the 
increases. as their lines traverse the ter- 
ritory affected. | 

Commissioners McChord and Daniels 
at theMlast moment gave a dissenting 
opinion. 

Commissioner McChord held no differ- 
ence should have been made between the 
territories east and west of Pittsburgh 
and Buffalo. Commissioner Daniels held 
that a 5 per cent*increase should have 
been granted generally.

result of the decision.

Thrilling scenes were witnessed to- 
night after the yellow cards were 
posted announcing the mebilization. 
Throngs appeared as if by magic and 
formed processions on the boulevards, 


carrying flags and sin,in;: the “ Mar- 
seillaise.” Here and there in the march- 
ing crowd were grocps of men who 
raised the cry, “On to Berlin!” 

The soldiers marched in the streets 
with tne English, Russian, and French 
flags flying. 

The response tb the order of mobili- 
gation was instant and the stations of 
all the rpilways, particularily those 
leading to the eastward, were crowded 
with departing reservists. 

The troop trains departed at regular 
intervals and the Paris streets were 
nearly empty tonight. All the auto 
buses ‘had disappeared, having been re- 
quisitioned by the army to carry meat, 
the coach work of the Vehicles being re- 
moved and replaced with specially de- 
signed bodies. A large number of taxi- 
cabs, private automobiles, and horses 
and carts also were taken over by the 
military for transport purposes. 

PEOPLE RUSH TO LEAVE. 

At th hotels the news of the ordering 
of mobilization caused the greatest com- 
motion. Visitors began to leave the hos- 
telries en masse, but found it difficult

At last, however, the barrier was 
opened and there was a wild rush by the 
throng to board the train, women and 
children being ignored in the stampede 
along the platform. The tram was 
filled to overflowing in a moment. THere 
were many heartrending scenes in the 
station as women with tears stream- 
ing down their cheeks bade good-by to 
husbands and family ties were broken. 
To add to the gloom the journey 
there was no dining car attached to 
the train, all the attendants having gone 
to join their regiments. Hence there 
was no prospect of food or drink on the 
journey. The only subject of conversa- 
tion on board the train was the coming 
war.

GERMAN ENVOY READY To GO. 


: The German ambassador to France 
ad packed ami was ready to leave for

views with London and St. Petersburg.

SUMMARY OF NEGOTIATIONS. 

Diplomatic events since yesterday 
afternoon can be stated briefly as fol- 
lows: 

Baron von Schoen, German ambas- 
sador to France, called on the French 
premier, Rene Viviani, at 7 o’clock last 
evening and formally notified him Ger 
many had addressed. an altimatum to 
Russia desiring to know by.12 o'clock to- 
day whether the St. Petersburg govern- 
inent would discontinue mobilization af 
the Russian army. 

Baron von Schoen was directed by 
his government to ask what were the 
intentions of France should Russia’s 
reply to Germany be a refusal to de- 
mobilize. The German government 
fixed “before 1 p. m. today” as the 
period within which France mugt an- 
swer. 


FINAL APPEAL BY PREMIER 


Baron von Schoen called the 
French foreign office at 11:40 a@m. to 
receive France's reply. Premier Viy- 
iani made an earnest appeal to the 
German ambassador, asking if Ger- 
many could not do something to avert 
war. 

The baron promised to communicate 
with Berlin and to return to the 
French foreign office at 4 DP. m., which 
he did. 

The German reply, whatever it was, 
was submitted to the French cabinet 
council, which within a few minutes 
afterward ordered a general mobilisa- 
tion of the French army.

There are few American vessels in 
which the gold may be shipped, and in 
these vessels alone it ie regarded safe to 
export gold, since ships of European na- 
tions would be subject to capture in the

’First—The contefition of the railroads 
that their revenues under the present 
scale of rates are “inadequate is sus- 
tained, the commission saying that the 
operating income of the railroads in offi- 
tial classification territory, taken as a 


‘hole, is amalier than is demanded in 


the interests of both the general public 
and the railroads. 7 m 

After referring to the duty the railroads 
owe to the public of conducting an efli- 
cient and safe service, the commission de- 
clares that the public owes a correspond- 
ing duty to the owners of the ratlroads 
aod must afford them a full opportunity to 
earn a fair return on their investment and 
to share in the general prosperity, so long 
ms the rates exacted by them of the pub- 
ic are just and reasonabk. 

The report says on this point: 

“It is not only consistent with a national 
policy that invites the private ownership 
-of railroads that there should be a liberal 
Yyeturn on a particular railroad invest- 
rnent, when the property has been wisely 
‘planned and honestly constructed and is 
‘efficiently managed, but the full develop- 
‘nent of that policy, as well as justice, 
requires that such a recommendation 
should be made.”

increase their revenues ”’ finds “that great 
opportunities exist for increasing the net 
revenue of all carriers [n official claasifica- 
tion territory otherwise than by resort- 
ing to a general advance in foeir freight 
rates "+ and makes the following sugges- 
tions: 


Rail Passenger Fares, 

Seventh—The commission suggests thmt, 

following the plan adopted in New Eng-' 
land, conferences be held between the 
state commissions, the carriers, and rep- 
resemnfatives of the public, with a view to 
advancing such passenger fares,as may 
be shown to be clearly unmremunerative. 
With fares fixed by states in certain 
states, the commission expresses confi- 
dence that if these fares are ciearly 
shown to be unduly burdensome to the 
carriere the people of those states will 
cheerfully acquiecece, as the people of New 
Engiand have done, in reasonabie in- 
creases, and that the meceseary legieia- 
tive authority will be given. The commis- 
sion further says: 
* An accurate escertainment and frank 
Gisciosure of operating cosets is the most 
effective protection against the possibility 
of unjust fegisiation, for we must assume 
that the public conscience intends no in- 
justice against the owners of these great 
properties that are devoted to the service 
of the public. 

“ Passenger fares are paid directly to 
carriers by those meking use ofthe serv- 
ice, and they know what it cosets them. 
Payments for freight charges, while less 
direct, are none the less actwal. The gen- 
eral public does not know, and probably 
Goes mot stop to consider, what propor- 
tion of the cost of a ton, of coal or the 
price of a dwelling, or the rent of an apart- 
ment represents freight charges, but the 


‘tion of the total cost of things used or 


“In many cases, to be sire, freight 
charges represent but a smail propor- 


consumed, but it is quite probable that 
the average family pay® much more in 


than it does for passenger fares, We 
know of no provision of law under which 
we would be justified in increasing freight 
rates to provide a return upon property 
use@ exclusively in the passenger serv- 
ice, much leas to take care of losses in- 
curred in such service. In our opinion 
each branch of the service should con- 
tribute ite proper share of the cost of 
operation and its returns upom the prop- 
erty devoted to the use of the public.” 

Eeighth—The commission suggests that 
ali the railroads in official classification 
territory examine carefully their freight 
rates, rules, and regulations with a view 
to increaging rates that are found to be 
clearly unremunerative, and modifying 
burdensome rules and regulations relat- 
ing to minimum weights and similar mat- 
ters where this may justly be done, say- 
ing: 

“ Many unremunerative rates had their 
origin im fierce competition for traffic or 
under the menace of the big traffic of 
powerful shippers. Many such rates have 
doubtiess been continued through ig- 
norance of the bes they entail upon the 
carriers.” 


Advises “Taking Stock.” 

Ninth—The commission suggests that 
“ all railroads in official classification ter- 
ritory should ascertain to what extent 

. . Special services now being rendered 
by the carriers to shippers for which no 
special chargé, or a noncompensatory 
charge, is made constitute an 
unjust burden upon the carriers or result 
in unjust discrimination among the ship- 
pers.” 

In this comnection the commisston calls 
attention to compilations prepared by it 
from the carriers’ answers to the commis- 
sion’s inquiries showing the practice of 
individual roads as to; 

(a) Allowance of free time for loading 
or unloading carload freights. (b) Col- 
lecting and delivering freight. (¢) Stor- 
ing freight. (d) Transporting containers. 
(e) Furnishing and transporting preserv- 
atives, etc. (f) Furnishing or paying for 
wharfage and dockage. (g) Refrigeration 
service. (h) Loading and unloading car- 
load freight. (i) Reconsigning carload 
freight. (j) Other special services, 

The commission also refers to “ inde- 
“pendent investigation of some of these 
subjects, and particularly of switching, 
lighterage, and storage in New York, Chi- 
cago, and other large cities.’’ the results 
of which will be submitted later for the 
consideration of carriers and shippers. 


Wouid Curb Pass Evil. 

Tenth—The commission recommends 
that the ctice of granting free trans- 
portationght passengers and private cars 
should ¥e further restricted by the car- 
riers, and calls attention to the fact that 
during the eleven months ending Nov. 30, 
1913, seventy~eight roads in official classi- 
fication territory imsued 629,068 annual 
passes and 408,848 passes for shorter 
terms, and, in additiom thereto, in the 
singie month of June, 1913, issued passes 
for single trips to the number of 482.709. 
The commission says June is perhaps not 
4 representative month, but at that rate 
the-sfumber of trip passes issued in the 
year would be approximately 5,792,500, 
represeming over 1,000,000,000 passenger 
miles. The amount of travel on annual 
and term passes has not been determined. 

At the average rate per passenger mile 
in Official classification territory in 1913, 
the passenger miles represented by trip 
passes alone would have yielded in pas- 
senger revenue $18,520,000. 

If to trip passes is added the travel on 
annual and term pases, it will perhaps be 
found that the travel on passes exceeds 
10 per cent of the total passenger travel 
in official classification territory. 


Private Cars a Burden. 
Compilatione prepared by the commis- 
sion show that the revenue from private 
cars handled free during the year 1913 
on eighty-eight of the roads which have 


tariff rates, have amounted to $644,250.79, 
“But.” the commission adds, ‘‘the 
@irect cost and revenue loss attendam 
upon the presemt practice are less serious 
than is its demoralizing effect. It is nat- 
ural that subordinates should be waste- 
ful when their superiors are extravagant: 
and that efforts to secure economies 
should often prove futile when, at the ex- 
pense of stockholders or the public, the 
luxury of a private car is freely granted 
for personal and private use to officers 
and directors, or even to subordinate off- 
cials and members of their families. 
“The record of ome of the railroads 
most prominent in the appeal for a freight 
rate advance discloses such liberal grant 
of free transportation of Private cars, 
rot only to directors and officers of other 
independemt railroads but to lesser offi- 
clals of such carriers and to mermbers of 
their families.

$3,577." 


For Better Use of Cars. 
Bleventh—The commission recommends 
“es careful review of methods for in- 
creasing freight car efficiency,” saying: 
“Taking the average of ail roads in 
official classification territory for the 
whole year, the time a car is moving in 
trains probably does not exceed three 
days out of thirty, and the car is under 
load two out of those three days. Furth- 
ermore, the cars under load are waded 
on an average to only about 58 per cent 
of their capacity. The percentages of 
empty movement and of waste capacity’ 
in loaded cars have both grown.” 
Twelfth—The commission calis atten- 
tion to the fact that fuel, next to wages. 
is the largest item In operating expense; 
thet ‘the railroads in the United States 
report their aggregate fuel cost to be 
about. $250,000,000 a year, and that the 
cost of coal is increasing, and adus: 
“Much hes been done in recent years 
by means of mechanical devices and 
otherwise to reduce fuelcosta .. . but 
it has been demonstrated clearly that by 
knowledge and care on the part of em- 
polyés and the management much great- 
er savings can be made.” 
Thirteenth—The commussion also sug- 
gests that in other departments the man- 
agement undertake, in codperation with 
employés, an extensive inquiry into pos- 
sible economies in operation, adding: 
“The increased operating ratio of re- 
cent years is accounted for directly, ip 
large part, by increase in the rates of 
wages. But even greatly increased rates 
of wages are perfectly consistent with 
reduced unit labor cost.” 
Fourteenth—The commission suggests 
that ‘'as soon as reasonable opportunity 
offers properties heretofore acquired by 
the carriers which are not used or held 
by them for transportation purposes be 
sold,”” adding, “ From compilatione pre- 
pared by the commission of the incom- 
plete replies to our questions it appears 
that the aggregate cost of such invest- 
ments im official classification territory 
wes more than $684,000,000. Included in 
these are properties of the aggregate cost 
of $153,146,659, from which no net income 
whatsoever was received in 1913. These 
imvestments by carriers have, through in- 
creasing the amount of capital required 
to be raised, imposed in many cases a 
great and unnecessary strain upon the 
carriers’ credit, with the result of an in- 
creased charge on all new capital secured 
and sometimes of preventing improve- 
ments which would have yieided trans- 
portation economies.” 

Fifteenth—The committee also suggests 
“thet an investigation be made with a 
_— 
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Gist of Commerce Board Rul 
on Railroad Rate Increases. 


ilroad rate decision contains the following findings: 

The revenues of eastern railroads are inadequate and their financial 
condition should be improved with the assistance of the commission. 
Railroads in Central Freight Association territory would have earned 
$56,000,000 more in 1913 had their rates been as high as those of the 
trunk line territory roads. 

A five per cent advance of rates in Central Freight Association terri- 
tory is justified, but the whole structure of the echedules should be 
revised in order to remove inequities and discriminations. 

Increases not to exceed five per cent are warranted in this territory 
on all class and commodity rates save coal, coke, iron ore, cement, brick, 


tile, clay, starch and plaster. 
Increases are not warranted on commodities on which the charge 


is less than $1 a ton. 

No increase of the lake and rail rates and rates between central 
freight and other parts of official classification territory is warranted. 

Increases of rates in trunk line territory are not warranted because 
the roads are prosperous and do not need the additional revenue. No 
increases are warranted in New England because those lines ‘‘are being 
cared for locally.” 

All railroads should revise their schedules in order to eliminate un- 
remunerative charges, burdensome regulatiqns and free or noncom- 
pensatory services to shippers. 

Free transportation of passengers and private cars should be re- 
stricted, freight car efficiency enhanced, economies in fuel costs. and 
in operation instituted, and Pullman Company contracts revised in, 


order to reduce expense to the carriers. 
Graft in the sale of supplies and in construction work by companies 


in which railroad officers are interested should be eliminated and prop- 
erties not used in transportation should be sold.

There is 
a growing spirit among the carriers of 
codperation with the commission in its 
efforts to enforce the law. With thé ap- 
plication of correct and helpful account- 
ing the establishment of sound business 
methods, and a better understanding by 
both carriers and the public of their mu- 
tual obligations, to which we believe this 
investigation has contributed, the future 
is full of promise. We see no reason why 
our American railroads should not en- 
joy a large measure of prosperity cen- 
sistently with just and reasonable rates.”

ONLY HALF A VICTORY. 


“The interstate commerce commis- 
sion’s decision on the eastern roads’ pe- 
tition for a & per cent increase in freight 
rates is not a great big victory, though 
there are many good things in it,"’ said 
Frederic A. Delano, president of the 
Monon and chairman of the committee of 
Central Freight association roads, last 
night. . 

“There will be no immediate relief,” 
said Mr. Delano, “ for our tariffs, which 
cost $2,000,000 to compile, have all been 
rejected by the commission. Now the 


roads will have to study the decision care-. 


fully and construct new tariffs to present 
to the interstate commerce commiasgion 
for ratification under the terms of this 
decision. 

* Wherever rates are intrastate the con- 
sent of the states will have to be obtained 
also. At the ecariliest it will be Nov. 3 
before we can get new tariffs made, ap- 
proved, and pat into effect. 

Calls $15,000,000 Slim. 

“The roads petitioned for a 5 per cent 
increase, which would have increased 
their revenues by approximately $50,0UU,- 
000 a year. According to this statement 
we aliall get but 1% per cent, or an an- 


pual increase of about $15,000,000, That 
‘is exceedingly slim. 


“The commission's statement that the 
railroads have tried to lead the public 
astray and create sentiment in their 
favor is unfair. Our statements and our 
evidence are all public property. Let 
anybody examine it and judge for him- 
self whether or not we have ‘ misied the 
public and have seriously aggravated the 
commercial depression.’

Sanitary District Trustees 
Have Plan to Solve

Electrical Strike. 


PUT UP TO THE MAYOR. 


SS 


Municipal operation of the three sani-+ 
tary district power étations in Chicago 
was proposed yesterday as a means of 
preventing further interference with the 
lighting of the city streets during the 
strike of the sanitary district operators. 

President Thomas A. Smyth of the dis- 
trict wrote to Mayor Harrison approving 
the scheme. The mayor is exptcted to 
act on it tomorrow. The action of Presi- 
dent Smyth followed a conference at 
which he and Trustees Clark, Breit, Sul- 
livan,-and Reading, Ray Paimer, city 
commissioner of electricity, and Assist- 
ant Corporation Counsel Leon Hornstein 
were present. 

Two considerations will affect the an- 
swer of the mayor to the proposal of the 
sanftary district. The ‘first is that the 
operation by the city of the three substa- 
tions from which power is sent out for 
Street lighting. will cest the city $43,000 
& year more than the present system, 
The district is now operating them at a 
loss. ~ 

The second is that the drainage trustees 
are asking that the present employés be 
allowed to ho:d their positions under civil 
service. This request cannot be granted, 
for the district employés are nonunion 
men and the city employés of this class 
are unlon members. 

Under the proposed transfer .of opera- 
tion thirty-six men would be forced into 
the union and the union officials would 
suarantee that the efty’s lighting would 
no longer be interfered with. The city 
would no longer pay $1 for each arc lamp 
lighted by the district, but would pay 
for the horse power used.

And 
said railroads are further directed to 
make special! efforts to render said crogs- 
ings safe by giving, warning to the public 
of the approach of trains at said crogs- 
ngs.

“The commission now is engaged, with 
all the force it hagin its railroad depart- 
ment, in investigating the reilroad and 
highway crossings in the enttre state of 
Illinois, and in ordering the said railroads 
to make said crossings safe for the use 
of the public.”’

Firet Chief Secretary Birrell was 
able to clear himself of all respons bility 
and dismissed the officer responsible for 
the whole attempt to disarm Nationalist 
volunteers. The most important lesson, 
however, was that every Tory, as weil 
as every Liberal, had to face armed revolt 
in the south of Ireland as.in Ulster, and 
all parties at last realized what tragic 
consequences must follow all attempts to 
fight out the frish question any longer 
on lines of civil war. In short, the Dublin 
outrage wiped civil war off the slate, and 
it became clear even to Orangemen that 
if any of their followers were killed in 
civil disturbance not a single tear would 
be shed over them in Engiand, which 
would sée in such events only a natural 
consequence of their carnpatgn of rebet- 
lion and would consider bloodshed in Ul 
ster as no more worthy of sympathy than 
blood already shed in Dublin. 


Dublin Martyrs the Last. 

Thus, though rage and pity atill exist 
in Dublin, and though the revelations at 
the inquest, by proving that the soldiers 
fired without orders, increase popular 
anger, the Irish sithation hes been enor- 
mously cleared, afid Englishmen sum up 
the situation by saying that the men and 
women killed in Dublin were the last 
martyrs for Irish liberty.

Former Associate of English 
Writer Explains His 
Friendship for 
Him. 


LONDON, July %.—Though Oscar 


Wilde has been dead for thirteen years 
\the notoriety of his name is kept alive 
| by an apparently endless succession of 
quarrels among his friends and his friends’ 
\friends. Ultimately it will be possible to 
| strip Wilde's writings of the adventitious 
‘interest of social -celebrity and of scan- 
‘dal and to estimate their intringic value, 
Before this estimate is likely to be made 
by the present generation some measure 
of agreement will be necessary on the 
facts of Wilde's career. 

Although Lord Alfred Douglas’ “ Oscar 
Wilde and Myself” is not the kind of soft 
answer which will turn away the wrath of 
his various opponents, it will help people 


intimacy and confirm their probable im- 
pression of Oscar Wilde's character and 
talenta. 

Lord Alfred Douglas has a pungent or 
even feline literary touch, but his general 
statement of the relations between Oscar 
Wilde and himself is straightforward and 
credible. e has frankly outgrown any 
excessive admiration for Wilde either as 
a writer or a man. The process of dia- 
fllusionment was completed by the dis- 
covery of Wilde's attacks in the unpub- 
lished portions of “ De Profundis.” 

The writer denies that he knew the ex- 
tent and character of Wilde's viciousness 
until after legal proceedings had been 
begun, and makes some true and incisive 
observations on Wilde’s craving for no- 
toriety, which falsified his talent and sub- 
stituted, imitativeness and shallow epi- 
gtam for what might have been inde- 
pendent gefilus, But the time has not yet 
come for a final appreciation, nor te Lord 
Alfred Douglas the critic to andertake it. 
He is fairly entitied to tell his story of 
the relationship, though it would have 
peen all the better for being told more 
shortly and with less acrimonious refer- 
ence to a number of people of very small 
rea] importance.

Judges and Jurors Afraid 
to Convict Her of 
Murder. 


HUSBAND A DICTATOR,

So entirely has the outbreak of war in 

Europe monopolized popular attention 
on both sides of the Atlantic that the 
amazing acquittal of Mme. Caillaux, the 
murderess of Gaston Cabmette, president 
and editor of the Paris Figaro, one of the 
most important organs of the French 
press, has been allowed to take place al- 
most unnoticed. 

Yet it is difficult to conceive of a more 
amazing miscarriage of justice; one, in- 
deed, of go startling a nature that one is 
tempted to ask of oneself if there is any- 
thing left of law and order today in 
France. 

It must not be imagined for one moment 
that Mme. Caillaux, after having been 
proved in court to have killed her victim 
with due premeditation and in the moat 
coid blooded fashion, escaped the just 
penalty of her orime merely because she 
was a woman. 


Many Women Are Convicted. 

There have been plenty of members of 
her sex convicted of capital offenses in 
France ‘n recem years, and who have 
been meade to suffer their deserts. It is 
wel that this should be widely known, if 

only for the safety of what is so wrongly 

known as the stronger sex, since a man's 
life would be worth but little in France if 
the impression were to be created at home 
and abroad that women there oould shoot 
men down with impunity. 

If Mme. Caillaux was acquitted it was 
entirely due to the power wieided and to 
the fear inspired by her husband. Joseph 
Caifaux has on several occasions been 
minister of the interior and premier and is 
tHikely tor be seen in these offices again. 
Moreover, he was until the ent 
when his wife killed Calmette the min- 
eter of: finance’ and thé most powerful 
member of the late cabinet... The present 
administration ‘is composed entirely’ of 
his friends end adherents, and it is known 
that not one of them was appointed save 
with his consent and after having re- 
ceived his O. K. 


Judges Have No Independence. 

Now in France the various judges are 
under the autocratic direction and con- 
trol of the minister of justice for the time 
being... Meagerly paid, recruited from 
among the least successful members of 
the bar—that is to say, from men unable te 
make a competence by the practice of the 
law—they depend eastirely upon the ca- 
price and good will of the minister of 
justice, not merely for promotion and 
for honors, but even for the retention of 
their place. 

The unfortunate Attorney General 
Fabre, for having given evidence on oath 
before a legislative committee and in 
response to inquiries of a preemptory 
character to the effect that in order to 
oblige M. Caillaux, when minister of 
finance,. some years ago, he had poet-: 
poned the hearing of the case of the 
swindler Rochette, who was thereby 
enabled to escape the penalty of his colos- 
sal frauds, amounting to many millione 
of dollars, was deprived by Calllaux’s 
friend, the minister of justice in the 
Doumergue cabinet, of his office in the 
metropolis and was sent to vegetate at 
a smaller salary and in quasi disgrace 
in & provincial town in the south of 

Proof of Caillaux Power. 

This punishment of Attorney General 
Fabre for refusing to perjure himself, and 
for telling the truth at the expense of 
Caillaux, took place after the indictment 
of the latter’s wife for the assassination 
of Caimette. 

This evidence of what Calllaux could 
accomplish, even at a moment when 
the horror of his wife's crime was fresh 
in the minds of the people, was not lost, 
etther on the judges who tried her or upon 
the attorney general who represented the 
state in the proceedings and who was 
supposed to. conduct the prosecution. 
Quite naturally they did not wish to wreck 
thelr careers nor to lose their means of 
livelfhood by incurring the enmity of so 
powerful a man es Cailiaux, so they 
maneuvered matters in euch a fashion 
as to secure his wife’s acquittal. 


This wes not dificult, being given the 


fear inspired by Caillaux. The jurors 
were chosen by the officials of the de- 
partment of justice without being sub- 
jected to any scrutiny by the counsel for 
the murdered man’s family, the lawyers 
of which, Indeed, had no say in the mat- 
ter. Even had not the jurors been care- 
fully selected for the express purpose of 
acquitting the prisoner they would have 
thought twice before they would have 
dared to convict Calmette’s murderess. 
Most of the jurors in Paris trials are petty 
tradesmen, who stand in the most whole- 
some awe of the police, that have it in 
their power to ruin their business by 
means of persecution. The police are 
under the control of the minister of the 
interior, to whom the prefect of police 


} occupies the relation of a mere subordi- 


nate. The police are only too ready to 
obey the orders of the minister of the 
interior; a mere hint from ‘the latter is 
often sufficient to cause them to render 
life unbearable to any one who has in- 
curred his displeasure, or even the dis- 
pleasure of his friends. Even the most 
upright and independent of jurors would 
think twice before subjecting himself, 
his family, and his business to 4 fate of 
this kind by convicting a prisoner, caught 
redhanded, it ie true, but who had a hus- 
band so powerful and influential as Jo- 
seph Caillaux. 


Access to Police Dossiers. 

There is still another consideration, 
which contributed to Mme. Calillaux’s 
acquittal. Every man in France of any 
importance—and who.of them is there 
that does not consider himself-.to Pelong 
to this category—has his dossier or record 
filed in the archives of the préfécture de 
police, and in those of the department de 
la Surté Générale. 

It matters not if the subject of the 
dossier has never had any conviction 
recorded against him. The report con- 
cerning him is made up of the more or less 
honest investigations of official and pri- 
vate detectives, and of the malevolent 
gossip of acquaintance, also of anony- 
mous denunciations. Aany domestic mis- 
fortune, the presence of a Diack sheep 
among one’s relatives, or ofa skeleton in 
one’s family closet is included in the dos- 
siér. 

This doesier is at-all times at the dis- 
posal of the minister of the interior, of 
the subordinate officials of his depart- 
ment, and at that of his friends. . He can 
use it, and does frequently employ it, for 
the purpose of bringing pressure and 
intimidation to bear upon the person con- 
cerned or upon his kinsfolk. I leave to my 
readers to imagine the use which doseiers 
of this kind can be made of by an un- 
scrupulous politician, such as Caillaux. 


How Daniel Wilson Escaped. 

While Daniel Wilson, member of the 
chamber of deputies, was living under 
the roof of his father-in-law, President 
Grevy, at the Elysée he used to take ad- 
vantage thereof to have either the min- 
ister of the interior or the officials of his 
department forward to the palace, for 
the alleged information of the chief 


magistrate, the police dossiers of all sorts | 


of men then prominent in public life. 

When, later on, Wilson was incrim- 
inated as the chief culprit in the Legion of 
Honor scandals, his confederates, less 
guilty than himself, were sentenced to 
long terms of penal servitude. His 
father-in-law, President Grevy, although 
entirely innocent himself, was forced to 
resign his office and to retire into private 
life on account of his relationship to Dan- 
lel Wilson. But the latter escaped any 
punishment whatsoever. He was not 
even brought to trial, although his guilt 
was established by the trials of his con- 
federatea. 

If he escaped without any penalty it 
was because he notified the government 
that he had sent for safe keeping to Eng- 
land copies of the dossiers of no jess than 
20,000:men prominent in French political 
life, and that if any attempt were made 
to bring him to trial he would take steps 
to have them published abroad. 


- Cases of Assisted Justice. 

‘French history during the seventy 
years abounds with cases of what has 
been wittily described hy a French states- 
man as “ assisted’ justice. Provided a 
person has influence of the kind pas- 
sessed by Daniel Wilson or by Joseph 
Caillaux, or is in a position to command 
the intervention of that nature, he or she 
may commit with impunity any orime in 

a ae murder. 
sually they will escape trial. MBut{ 
brought into court they may rely cua 
acquittal, as in the case of Mme. Caillaux, 
who was so sure of being set free that her 
automobile was waiting for her at the 
gates of the Palais du Justice even be- 
fore the case was given to the jury, and 
that she had organized a dinner party at 
her house, followed by a large reception, 
on her return home—a reception at which 
she appeared in a beautiful

GUTTER BABIES 
IMMUNE. 


Infants in Slums of London 
Resist the Dangers of 
Filth and Dis- 
ease. 


Che Mires. Times 


LONDON, July 31.—Gutter babies are 
immune to ordinary diseases, and thrive 
under conditions that would be the death 
to other children, said Dr. Thomas, heaith 
officer for the Finsbury district, in his 
annual report, just published. Dr. 
Thomas works in the most congested of 
the London boroughs, where 6,000 fam- 
ilies live and sleep in 6,000 rooms. 

‘*Some of these babies,’’ he says, “as 
soon as or even before they are able to 
crawl, are placed on thé sidewalks early 
in the day, to be watched or nursed by a 
girl of for 5 years. They are true gutter 
children. Sometimes the immature nurse 
falls asleep, wearied by her task, and the 
baby crawls to the other side of the road, 
heedless of traffic. Both are filthy and 
gutter stained. But they seem fo live. 
In fact, the stock from which they have 
sprung rises superior to the ordinary dis- 
eases of childhood.” 

Among the cases reported are these: 

A baby 4 months old was given a piece 
of raw fat bacon to chew because its 
grandmother said bacon was good for 
babies and canaries. 

One baby was dosed with stout and 
aniseed by the mother as cure for colic. 

Another baby of 9 weeks was fed chiefly 
on weak tea. 

Dr. Thomas complains of the “ Sairey 
Gamps’’ who act as nurses and midwives 
in the district, undoing the work of the 
doctors in many cases. He says their 
arrogance is equal only to their igno- 
rance.

FILIPINO BANDIT 
TERROR IN LUZON 


Career of Felipe Salvador 
Shows Danger of Such 
Uprisings in Islands. 


TOOLS FOR NATIVE BOSS

MANILA, July 7.—In July, 1910, there 
was captured in the province of Pam- 
panga a man named Felipe Salvador. He 
had been wanted by the government since 
the days of the insurrection because he 
was the leader of a band which. in the 
name of liberty, had for years committed 
many crimes and terrorized some of the 
ptincipal provinces of Luzon, the largest 
and most important of the Philippine is- 
jands. For his many crimes Felipe was 
hanged. The career of this man is of im- 
portance, as it illustrates what has hap- 
pened in different parts of the islunds on 
various ‘occasions and what may well 
happen again. 
Felipe was born in the province of 
Bulacan in 1851. As a boy he had re- 
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ceived a certain amount of education in 
the Manila schools. Later he became @ | 
minor official in his native town. ae | 
position brought him into close contact 


with the poor and ignorant people which | 


make up the majority of the population 
He took part 
in the insurrection of 1896 against Spain, 
becoming before its complete failure an 
officer. When Aguinaldo organized his 
revolution in 1808 Felipe joined the in- 
surgents and was given the rank of cap- 
tain. Even in the midst of the constant 
disorder and abuses perpetrated by 
Aguinaldo’s soldiery on the Filipino peo- 
ple Felipe’s command distinguished itself 
by the abuses which they committed. 


Conspired Against Aguinaldo. 

A prominent characteristic of Felipe's 
was an intense religious feeling, un- 
doubtedly most sincere but never prevent- 
ing him from resorting to any means 
necessary to accomplish his erd. Thier 
religious enthusiasm operated to give Fe- 
lipe an idea as to his importance which 
was not capcurred in by the principal in- 
surgent leaders. 

As a result Felipe on one occasion con- 
aspired to overthrow Aguinaldo. As part 
of his conspiracy Felipe organized what 
he called the Holy Church, with h!mself 
as the leader. He used lewerdemain asa 
means of performing miracles which 
were readily accepted by the ignorant 
people. He claimed to be a great disciple 
of Christ and able to speak with him 
whenever he wished. He would retire 
from time to time to the woods. There, 
while pretending to be alone, but in real- 
ity under the hidden gaze of many of his 
followers who had been allowed tc ascer- 
tain where he intended to go, wevid pre- 
tend to talk with the Almighty and fre- 


quently would also perform some of his | 


miracles. His fame spread rapidly and 
he soon had under his control so many 
thousands of the ignorant.class that 
Aguimaido became alarmed and sent an 
officer with a considerable force to arréect 
Felipe. He, however, escaped to the 
north. 


Filipe Is Captured. 
Later in 1000 he returned to Pampanga 
with a considerable force, which was 


was captured, brought to Manila, con- 
fined for seven months, and released on 
taking the oath of allegiance to the 
United States. 

On his release he returned to Bulacan 
and reorganized his Holy Church. The 
orgauization continued to spread until it 
embraced from 45,000 to 50,000 people, all 
of the poor and densely ignorant class. 
While the provinces of Pampanga, Bula- 
cah, and Nueva Ecija were the principal 
strongholds of this organization, it 
reached north through Tarlac into Pan- 
gasipan and south through Rizal, the 
province in which is Manila, into La La- 
guna and Cavite. 

Felipe, like all Filipino leaders of whet- 
ever class, would brook no opposition. 
He enforced his will and maintained him- 
self by using his followers, all of whom 
were armed at least with bolos, to ter- 
rovize and make obedient the peacefully 
inclined natives. A good example of his 
methods is his capture in June, 1912 of 
the town of Cabiao, Nueva Ecija, by 


which he led. He was captured in 1903. 
but before his trial could be completed 
managed to escape and to return to his 


Poisons Constabulary Detachment. 
In 1903 he attempted to gaimthe arms 
and supplies of the constabulary detach- 
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ment in. one of the barrios 


lage of a town) of Concepcion, Tarlac by 


getting one of his followers who lived in 
the barrio to poison the constabulary sol- 
diers, When this had beenaccomplished 
his many followers in the town were to 
seize the arms and supplies. Fortunate- 
ly only ten of the soldiers drank the 
water, which had been poisoned by means 
of a native fruit called taranpuney. 

In February, 1903, some of Felipe’s 
officers, with 200 men, attacked the town 
of San José, Neuva Ecija, and captured 
e'ght guns and a large quentity of am- 
munition fromthe constabu yy stationed 
there. In Jun, 1903, om ¢ Felipe’s 
forces attacked the town o. en, Neuva 
Ecija, and carried off the arms and am- 
munitfon belonging to the municipal po- 
lice. In April, 1906, they attacked Malo- 
los, formerly one of Aguinaldo’s capitals, 
killed three constabulary soldiers, wound- 
ed a number of others, and captured 
twenty-three rifles and 1,800 rounds o* 
ammunition, besides a constabulary sol- 
dier. Felipe’s last big exploit was his 
entry into Pampanga in June, 1910. Be- 
sides these principal affairs, there were 
a long series of minor disturbances oc- 
curring all over the territory in which 
Felipe’s followers operated during the 
years from his release in 1900 till his cap- 
ture in 1910. 

Levies Tribute on Natives. 

Felipe and his leaders collected 20 cen- 
tavos a week from each of his followers 
and frequently by force from all the peo- 


ere Ke ree 


ple in their locality. Those who refused to 
pay would be made an example of some 
night when least on theirguard. The dif- 
ficulty of capturing Felipe was due toa 
number of facts. After one of his bands 
‘had submitted some atrocity they would 
simply dissolve, the mén going to their 
homes and. hiding such arms as they 
might possess. When the constabulery 
searched for them there was naturally no 
band tobe found. Also his followers were 
so fanatic that they would not betray him 
while the other people living in the coun- 
try were so much in terror of him that 
they did not dare give any information of 
his movements or the movements of his 
followers. 

The greatest difficulty of all-was due to 
the fact which has been evident in every 
outbreak of this kind throughout the Phil- 
ippine islands, that the native politicians 
habitually secretly used such bands as 
those of Felipe Salvador to accomplish 
their own ends. This may be a mere per- 
sonal end such as getting even with some 
enemy or forcing the lower classes to 
obey them. It may be the much more 
dangerous ¢nd of trying to convince 
American officials and Americans that 
the disorder is due to nothing more than 
a patriotic people striving for their inde- 
pendence. These ends are easily accom- 
plished by furnishing such a icader as 
Felipe with money, information, and 
whatever help he may happen to need.

This, says the assassin, was treason to the nation, 
and he had merely punished and removed a dan- 
gerous traitor. 

No man in public life is safe where such fanatics 
are at large, and, alas, they are at large every- 
where and at all times. But the simple truth is 
that poor Jaures was one ef the most enlightened 
and patriotic of Frenchmen. Orator, editor, §p- 
cialist leader, statesman, he wielded extraordinary 
power and influengm but he never used his talents 
on the side of destruction. He was essentially a 
constructive thinker. 
masterful and. able champion of individualism, 
Clemenceau, to produce an alternative political 
program, Jatres was found ready.

He was 
one of the most brilliant and judicious of contem- 
porary French thinkers. Yet he dies at the hands 
of a stupid, erratic “ patriot.” Again the irony of 
fate.

His advent to the erown only a few months 
later found Austria in a state of insurrection, 
Vienna in the hands of the rebels, and the im- 
perial family and court in hiding within. the 
walls of the stronghold of Olmuts

His first task was to recapture Vienna, which 
was only accomplished with a good deal of 
bloodshed, and then he found himself confronted 
by the revolution of all Hungary, which was 
crushed with no little difficuity, with the as- 
sistance of a Russian army. Four years later 
his troops occupied the Wallachian principality, 
and it was his ultimatum to Russfa in December, 
1855, that compelled Emperor Alexander II. to 
come to terms and to thus bring the Crimean 
war to a close. 

In 1859 Austria was once mvore at war, this 
time with France and Italy. After the first 
Austrian defeat Francis Joseph hastened to the 
front, assumed control of the army, and com- 
manded in person at the great battle of Solferino, 

The wars of 1859 and 1866 were disastrous to 
Francis Joseph. For in the first he lost his Ital- 
ian province of Lombardy and was compelled to 
submit to the dethronement of the Hapsburg 
dynasty in the grandduchy of Tuscany and the 
annexation of the latter to the kingdom of 
Italy, while the war of 1866 cost him the city 
and province of Venice, which, although he had 
defeated Italy at sea and on land, he was obliged 
by Prussia, which had vanquished Austria at the 
battle of Saduwa, to abandon to the late King 
Victor Emmanuel. 

Neither defeat nor loss of territory have ever 
interfered in the slightest degree with the affec- 
tion of the Austrians for their emperor. Indeed, 
the popular manifestations of loyalty have al- 
ways beer particularly pronounced whenever the 
Austrians felt that their sovereign had been sub- 
jected to some great sorrow or distress.

at a low price wae obtained. The prop- 
erty to the south of the tract was well 
built up, there being a school, a hospital, 
end a considerable number of private 
homes within three biocks of the south 
line, The property east, north, and west, 
having been used for truck farms for sev~- 
eral years, was not divided into lots, and 
few people lived on it. 

The opposition of the neighbors was 
great, and finally the trustees were forced 
to relinquish their option. The enforced 
change of location caused the city to lose 
$180,000, The piece which they finally 
purchased was not worth as much by 
$180,000 as the piece relinquished. 


~~ 

The determining cause of the failure of 
negotiations was a tangle in the title, but 
the tangle was of little consequence and 
would not have arisen had the objector 
not been stimulated. The underlying 
cause of the loss was the opposition of the 
neighbors. 

The opposition was based upon two 
points. The people with tuberculosis in 
the sanitarium would be a menace to the 
people of the neighborhood and partic- 
ularly to the children in the nearby school. 
lt is to be borne tn mind that there were 
180 acres in the tract, and no building 
cecupied by consumptives would be nearer 
ihe school than a quarter of a mile. 

‘The real ground ‘of opposition was the 
fear that the presence of the sanitarium 
would leasen the value of the nearby 
rroperty.

In the case of Frazier vs. City of Chi- 
cago (186 Ill. 480) the Supreme court of 
Iilinoig held that a city had the right to 
establish a contagious disease hospital 
wherever the public good demanded and 
that the neighbors could not enjoin it nor 
could they recover for damage to their 
rroperty. The court said: 

“In the doing of an act clearly within 
the power of the city under its police 
power, where injury is the necessary re- 
sult of the doing thereof, no redress can 
be had. Supposed damages growing out 
of the proper exercise of the police power 
must be considered damnum abaque in- 
juria, in the theory of the law that the 
plaintiff is compensated for the injury 
sustained by sharing in the general bene- 
fits which are secured to all by reason 
thereof.” 

This opinion, held generally as the law 
of the question, is to the effect that a 
community has the right to build a sani- 
tarium regardieas of the objections of the 
neighbors, and the neighbors cannot re- 
cover damages. 

The authorities, however, never want to 
go that far. The building of a sanitarium 
should be with the implied consent of the 
neighboring property owners, because of 
the increased value of their property from 
the increased demand for property in the 
neighborhood.

Those institutions in the main have been 
located in the country on property of little 
value, in regione seldom visited.

SURETY BONDS FOR BANK 
DEPOSITS. 

Ann Arbor, Mich., Juiy 29.—[ Editor of 
The Tribune,] — Today’s editorial on 
‘* Dank Supervision "’ is timely and perti- 
nent. Private banks very commonly at- 
tempt to misiead the public by advertis- 
ing the responsibility and “ resources ” 
for the protection of depositors. National 
banks and state banks also stoop to de 
cett in advertising as ‘‘ United States 
Depository "" and ** Depository for State 
Funds.” In boasting thus, the object is 
to leave the impression that the bank go 
advertising is regarded as sound and safe 
by the authorities. Far from this being 
the case, the bank is required to protect 
such national or state deposits by a surety 
bond. How many of the banks would 
care to state this fact In connection with 
the proud claim of being the “ depoe- 
itory °’ of public funds? 

All banks should be required to protect 
their depositors by surety company 
bonds. No legislatiaxa would be necessary 
to compel this if the people only under- 
etood. The banks advertising such pro- 
tection would surely get the deposits, 
which would force all banks to apply for 
such bonds, and the ynsound banks would 
not stand the test of a private surety 
company’s rigid examination and would, 
therefore, be unable to offer the protec-

plans for a new and beautiful city for 
them, with fine thoroughfares, much 
needed, especially one between the ferry 
and the single railroad station in the city. 
They were much talked about and boast- 
ed of at banquets, I believe. They give 
excellent dinners in San Francisco, and 
along with the champagne there effer- 
vesced much civic patriotism and pride, 
of course. 

Then, as If by act of Providence, came 
along the earthquake and the fire to clean 
the slate for the new city. What did San 
Francisco do with its unique opportunity? 
Nothing—practically nothing. After all 
those splenctd plans and civic enthusiasm 
it managed to widen one of its streets a 
few feet and reserve a city block for the 
“civic center” to be some day. In place 
of the flimsy old wooden buildings there 
went up at once brick and steel and ce- 
ment ‘“‘ permanent improvements,” BO 
permanent, alas! that.uniless a second 
earthquake manages to shake them dewn 
San Francisco will never again have’the 
opportunity to make itself over except at 
prohibitory expense and with impossible 
gal delays. San Francisco poured itself 
‘gore solidly than ever into the old molds. 

Of course it had abundant human ex- 
cuse for its error, as there always is for 
doing the easy thing. The city was pros- 
trated after the. disaster. Credit was 
strained. Men had all they could do to 
keep above water, and could not worry 
with civic improvements. It was terribly 
necessary to get to work at once to pro- 
vide the destitute with jobs and the mer- 
chants with customers who had money in 
their pockets. So the man who owned a 
plot of land, no matter how small, could 
mot be expected to wait upon the leisure of 
c'ty beautiful dreamers and architects’ 
plans. He got into his ruins and began to 
dig for new foundations before the stones 
cf the oi ones were cool. 

Thus I am afraid it will be with Salem in 
spite of the governors distinguished com- 
nission, which must be largely advisory 
in power, not mandatory. 

—~- 

Salem as Hawthorne knew it in the 
middle of the lastcentury wasa decaying 
seaport town that had once had the ambi- 
tion of being the first city of the Bay 
state colony. Of its former splendor al- 
most nothing was left but the custom 
house, where a few political derelicts 
dozed away their idle days as the novelist 
has so pleasantly described in the fe- 
mous preface to “ The Scarlet Letter,” 
Moreover, it was a small town of aristo- 
cratic old houses with large gardens 
where representatives of the very best 
Puriten families still lived in @ forlorn, 
desiccated atmosphere of “ had been,” 
For the ablest members of the old fami- 
lies—the Peabodys, the Rantouls, the En- 
dicotts, and their kind—had got out and 
moved to Boston, aa the active members 
ef any aristocracy are sure to follow, not 
the flag, but the tide of trade, wherever 
it floods. Such an invagion of Boston by 
these old Salem swelis had there been 
that oné Bostonian sourly complained to 
me once, ** There are no real Boston fami- 
lies in Boston any longer. There are all 
Salem families now living in Boston.” 
When I inquired more particuluarly what 
he might mean I discovered that he re- 
ferred to the exodus of true Boston Tories 
at the time of the American revolution.. 

The Notebooks of Wawthorne are full 
of keen references to the dead Salem of 
his @ay. They give ample evidence of 
the social stagnation that the novelist ex- 
perienced in the old witch city. No won- 
der that he felt hiving there to bea dreary 
thing, and took his first chance to get out 
as his forefathers had done before him, 
He went to Boston as they went, then to 
Europe, and returned to Concord instead 
of to his decaying natiye town, As one 
reads these Notebooks one sees Haw- 
thorne wandering disconsolately and idly 
over the old melancholy seaport, repelled 
by the large white mansions that housed a 
thin blooded aristocracy, driven back by 
the chill east wind from the Atlantic to 
his frugal hearth, there to dream of 
ghosts and’ witches and moral perversities 
that must go on behind the weatherbeat- 
en clapboards of Salem houses. 

No, the old clothes of an aristocrat are 
not worth a live man’s jeans, Hawthorne 


geemed to feel.

it must have been just after the war,or 
just before, that the dead old town was 
invaded by manufacturing. Business 
n from Lynn, which, together with 
sh tl had been frankly common from 
the beginning, inhabited by nobodies who 
worked with their hands. Bueiness prob- 
ably came first (ae it has largely since re- 
mained) in the form of leather tanning 
and the making of shoes, although the 
best known of those Salem mills burned 
the other day was the famous old Naum- 
keag cotton mills.

The factory habit spread after the war;

‘The Anglo-Saxon 
bowed his head and went into the mill to 
werk behind the loom, But the factory 
life must have eaten him up quickly, for 
already when I was a boy the cloth mills 
of Concord and Manchester, N. H., the 
shoe factories of Lynn and Salem and 
Newburyport were filling with French 
Canadians, who Came for a seagon and 
went back north, their hum ble desires sat- 
sfied, much as later on the Italians have 
done. Latterly, however, these stately 
eld towns have been invaded by south 
Buropeans, and legends in unknown 
tonguea adorn the pure colonial facades of 
many &mansion. And the outlandish ac- 
cent, to the puritan ear, of many foreign 
nguages may be heard on narrow by 
streets of Salem and Newburyport. Im- 
agine the disgust of our puritan ancestors 
if they should stroll back through these 
old towns and see the dark skinned in- 
habitants swarming in their own orderly 
doorways! 

Probably at least a third of Salem's 
40,000 inhabitants before the fire hai 
not one drop of English blood in their 
veins. Even the retail trade had been 
captured by the Jew and the Russian, the 
Greek and the Italian. These new Sa- 
lemites did not make over their home to 
any extent; they crowded into the colo 
nial houses and jostled the rare descend- 
ants of the old order on the narrow streets.

Salem has 4 lovely situatien. It lies 
between two recesses of the sea, shel- 
tered by the Beverly shore from the full 
fury of the northeasters, yet with so much 
sen water near at hand as to be never 
unbearable in summer. The colonial 
mansions for the most part ran up the 
backbone of the point of land between 
the two salt water bays, with short side 
streets, like ribs, drifting irregularly down 
hill. Probably the water front was 
marshy, which accounts for its being 
left to the factory invasion. The House 
of Seven Gables stands in the midst of 
a converted slum with a fine outlook over 
the factory district to the harbor. Thus 
it looks down on the new from the old. 

With its irregular seaport formation, 
its old river making up to Peabody and 
Danversport, its proximity to the cool 
reaches of the Beverly shore and Cape 
Ann beyond, Salem is almost ideally sit- 
uated for a residential suburb. It is 


self is no mean city. 
that Salem might not rise from its ashes 
as a modern home for workers, a rest- 
ing and breathing place of peace and 
beauty, and not again an industria] slum 
of which old Massachusetts seems to have 
more than ite share already. All about. 
the old harbor, dominated by Haw 
thorne’s custom house and the House of 
Seven Gables, could be easily made into 
a lovely green park, and the rest of the 
fire swept land might be brought back 
to living purposes with winding elm 
shaded streets in place of the dreary 
mill chimnies and electric light poles of 
the recent invasion. A new, rejuvenated, 
modernized Salem for liviffg could thus 
easily be created now—just now—proba- 
biy never again. With all its past mem- 
ories that seems what Salem should be 
—a peaceful home for those who work in 
cities.

But of course this is all idle dreaming: 

t is not to be. Already the great cotton 
mills have plans drafted for their new 
buildings, etc. Neither city nor state 
owns any of this land, and could not pos- 
sess it except at vast expense and pro- 
tracted litigation. Under our social sys- 
tem we lack the arbitrary power of doing 
the right thing at the right moment when 


it happens to arrive. We cannot recreate 
jan enviromnent even when fate has pre- 
| pared for usa clean slate. 

The jobless naturally want their jobs 
back as soon as possible. The shopkeep- 
ers naturally want patrons in their stores 
with ready money in the purse, at once. 

Thus in the most natural way in the 
world, the way of human nature, we shall 
be given another instance of a splendid 
social opportunity lost forever. Let us 
hope merely that his excellency’s eminent 
commissioners will be able to enforce 
some simple provisions for better factory 
buildings, more fireproof and sanitary and 
better lighted than the old ones, more 
agreeable places in which to spend one's 
wakirg life, and also to insist upon keep- 
ing open a féw small spots for the sea air 
to creep into and for children to run 
about and playin. That, I suppose, is all 
that we can hope for under our J-esent 
social system, where the individual's 
right of land ownership is practically im- 
pregnable before the law—where reai es- 
tate seems supreme,

R. B.~—The Illinois Central railroad 
company operates 4,769 miles of lines, ac- 
cording to the last annual report. Earn- 
ings, dividends, etc., are reported on this 
system as a whole, no separation of sta- 
tistics being made for different parts of 
the system. The total assets of the sys- 
tem are given in the balance sheet as 
$352,995,500, of which {151,615,230 is road 
and equipment and the rest securities 
owned, cash, and various items. Liebili- 
tiee include $119,285,700 capital stock—in- 
cluding guaranteed stock of leased lines 
—and $207,736,000 funded debt. Income 
for the year included $13,455.884 from 
passenger traffic, $42,589,298 from freight, 
$2,775,779 from mall and express, and 
$5,459,940 other income. the last item 
being chiefly the interests and dividends 
on securities held; total, $64,280,003. Ex- 
penses totaled $50,048,911, of which al- 
most half is charged to traneportation, 
$13,952,654 to maintenance of equipment 
and $8,519,025 to maintemance of way and 
structure.

N. C. S., Polo, U1.—The $3,520,000 deben- 
tures of the Booth Fisheries company, 
like other debentures, are not secured by 
mortgage on the property. They are 
practically notes of ..e company. How. 
ever, it is provided in connection with 
the loan that no prior lien on aésets can 
be created nor may net quick assets be 
allowed to fall below $1,250,000 as long 
as any of the debentures are outstanding. 
The debentures are subject to the opera- 
tion of a sinking fund of $150,000 a year, 
payable each March 1, till 1926, when the 
debentures mature. This sinking fund 
will retire all but $509,000 of the bonds 
before maturity. The debentures have 
also been made convertible into preferred 
stock at par. A lien prior to this issue is 
found in $225,000 of mortgages and bond 
issues on cold storage plants. Earnings 
after deduction for depreciation are 
slightly under twice the interest on de- 
bentures and underlyfg bonds. The de- 
‘bentures are entirely safe as long as the 
company ‘prospers. 
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Guaranteed Bonds. 

It has been a favorite device, In order 
to raise money for companiés” whose 
credit was not well established;-to"have 
the bonds guaranteed by strong com- 
panies who are likely to profit-ap-getting 
business from the weaker congsina. In 
the construction of a branch QE“XEAgEr 
line-of railroad it has been found™that 
capital for the enterprise can be raised by 
entering into a contract with a trunk 
railroad wherein the trunk line in. con- 
sideration of certain traffic advarniages 
or other compensation puts its credit Be* 
hind the bonds of the new line. 

An example ig the guarantee “by the 
Pennsylvania railroad of the income 
bonds of the Elmira and Williamsport 
railroad. This guarantee, which runs for 
999 years, enabled the smaller toad to 
raise money on ita income bonda and in 
return gave the Pennsylvania valuable 
traffic advantages. Again in the con- 
struction of a new road the guarantee of 
a connecting trunk line gives the new 
railroad a device to raise money on its 
bonds, an exainple of which is the guar- 
antee of the Western Pacific first mort- 
gage 5 per cent bonds by the Denver and 
Rio Grande. ‘ 

The extent of the guarantee and its 
value depend upon the nature of the 
guarantee contract. In some cases bonds 
have been guaranteed by the indorse- 
ment of-another corporation and the 
value of such indorsement would be the 
game as any other indorsement of the 
guarantor and subject to the rise or fall 
of the credit of the guarantor corporation, 
whereas a guarantee arising from a spe- 
cial contract for that purpose may be 
more binding on the guarantor and may 
be made a part of the indenture secur- 
ing the bond. A guaranty may also be 
limited to assurance of principal or to 
guarantee of interest, but the usual case 
is a guarantee of both principal and in- 
terest. 

‘From the standpoint of the investor a 
guaranteed bond should be judged first 
by the strength of the issuing company. 
If he finds that the value of the prop- 
erty securing the bond is insufficient 
he should not rely on the fact that the 
bond is guaranteed. There are many 
cases where the guarantor corporation 
has fallen into financial difficulties and 
the value of its guarantee has become nil; 
for example, the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco wanted to acquire the New.Or- 
leans, Texas and Mexico, so it guaranteed 
the bonds of the company and” raised 
money thereby to pay the road's credit- 
ors, but with the failure of the Frisco 
the smaller road's bonds necessarily fell 
to the level sustained by the credit of 
the road as a separate company.

ING, born in New Zealand thirty 
years ago, but now a resident of 
Lendon, is considered. the greatest 
tennis player in the world. His 
right to that honor will be tested next 
week at the Forest Hills courts on Long 
Island, if the Australasians survive the 
final round against the Britons—as most 


challengers for the Davis international 
cup, now held by the United States. 
Wilding is regarded as the mainstay of 
the challengers from the antipodes, de- 
spite his defeat in straight sets by Nor- 
man E. Brookes, a teammate, for the first 
time since 1909 in the ali-English cham- 
pionships this year. Maurice B&. Mo- 
Loughlin of San Francisco, nearly seven 
years younger than Wilding, is the hope 
of the United States in ita defense of the 
cup. McLoughlin, then—barring the up- 
gets which occur in tennis as well as in 
other sporta—is the disputant of Wild- 
ing’s right to be called “the work's 


greatest.” 


~- 
Singularly enough, Wilding first began 
to take tennis seriously when he was 19 
years old. At that age, McLoughlin, @ 
San Francisco school boy, played in his 
first Davis cup competition in Australia, 
The modest Australasian confesses that 
at the same age McLoughlin was 15 
better than he. He does not state what 
he thinks will be the result of their pres- 
ent meeting, but he confesses a great, re- 
spect for the Californian’s game, s0 
great a respect. in fact, that he doubts 
the ability of himeelf and his teammates 
to lift the cup, while admitting that he 
expects his team to go clean to the chai- 
lenge round. 
McLoughiin and Wilding have met 
twice before. In both instances the Aus- 
tralagian was victorious. The first meet- 


eritics expect they will—to determine the 


lin’s first year as an international player. 
Wilding, who beat Brookes for the first 
time that year, was at the top of his 
game, while McLoughlin was a dashing, 
impetuous, but inexperienced youngster. 
The measure of Wilding’s success was 
3—4, 86, 6-2, 6-3. At Wimbiedon, Eng- 
land, last season, Wilding won from Mc- 
Leughiin in straight sets, 8-6, 6—2, 10-8. 
Without disparaging Wilding’s victory, it 
should in justice to McLoughlin be stated 
that he had been through a series of hard 
matches, and perhaps was staie, although 
be made no such claim himself. 

Despite these two previous victories 
over the United States No, 1 ran, Wild- 
ing considered ihe effort of lifting the 
cup so serious a task that he has played 
more tennis this season than for several 
years. He has practiced on the continent 
and in England. Barring the possibility 
of going stale, he wil]! be in his best form 
in the challenge round.

Wilding, who was born on Oct. 31, 1883, 
in Christchurch, N, Z., is an athlete by 
breeding as well as by physique His 
father, a barrister in New Zealand—and 
K. C., if you please—held a place on the 
doubles championship team of his adopt- 
ed country for many yeare. Wilding Sr. 
Was an excellent cricketer, As a boy in 
England, he held the public schools’ long 
jump record and established a reputation 
in all the school sports. So much for his 
80n's athletic breeding. Now for the 
physique. 

Standing over 6 feet tall and weighing 
190 pounds, Wilding pres>:nts an attrac- 
tive figure on the court. Erect and alert, 
he meets his opponent with volley or 
ground stroke with equal skill, and that 
deadly “ kill” of short loos is always in 
reserve. In his grace and ease, and par-

Australia was defeated in & 
preliminary round by the United States, 
whose team consisted of Larned, Beals 
Wright, and Holcome Ward, He played 
again in 1906, and with Brookes in 1907 
took the cup from England to Australa- 
sia, where it remained until 1912. He was 
on the successful defending teams of 1908 
and 1900. In 1910 he won the all-English 
championship, and for three years there- 
after captured all the principal tennis 
titles of Europe.

Frederick's Costly Jest. nd 

It was at a time when the ablest ministers 
and the greatest generals of the army were 
either vilely submissive to Mme. de Pompa- 
dour, or unjustly sacrificed to her vanity or 
to her vengeance, that there came the event 
of the seven years’ war, which arose from 
the formation of a coalition between Austria, 
France, Russia, Sweden, anc Saxony against 
Prussia. with the object of: destroying or at 


least crippling the power of Frederick the 
Great. 

Of all the calamities for which Mme. de 
Pompadour was blamed, the principal calarm- 
ity was this seven years’ war. But for her, 
France might have remained faithful to its 
alliance with Prussia instead of plunging 
into one absolutely contrary to every tradi- 
tion of its foreign policy. But Frederick 
the Great had made a jest at Mme. de Pom- 
pudour’s expense. He had given her a nick- 
name that reminded the world too well of 
what she really was. And at this time, when 
the pvsical charms of her youth were van- 
ishing, when she was busy with every gort 
of Gntrigue to have position as well as power, 


Frederick's jest, coming to her ears, had filled 
her with a desire to be avenged. 

Thus Mme. de Pompadour—joining with 
Marie Theresa, empress of Austria, and 
Klizabeth, empress of Russia—became the 
third powerful woman in this coalition against 
Prussia which was said to be such that. 
excepting for a miracle or an unexpected 
success, this country was about to be an- 
nihilated.

Victories Arouse German Patriotism. 

What was really the result? Realizing the 
tremendous odds against her, Prussia put up 
a resistance which laid the solid, if then the 
unseen, foundations of modern Germany. It 


was not only battles, the distinct and tangi- 


. ble military events, that made up the story 


of Frederick’s defense. There were countless 
marches and maneuvers, devoid of. interest 
as regards their details; but as indications 
of the equilibrium of forces in eighteenth 
century warfare, indispensable to a study of 
military history as a whole. 

When the war. broke out, Frederick had 
but an army of 150,000 men at his command 
and Prussia had but small prestige. As the 
result of the defense which he put up, Prus- 
sia emerged from the war as an undoubted 
power of the first rank, and the expansion of 
the country was assured. 

The glorious victories over the French and 


Russians awakened a spirit of German pa- 
triotism that had hitherto been almost un- 
known It was with an army and a military 
system that fully represented the idea of 
the “ nation in arms” that Prussia created the 
powerful Germany of later days, and the same 
system was extended by degrees over all the 
other states of the new empire. 

It meant either making or breaking Prussia 
when Mme. de Pompadour influenced France 
to join the Austrian alliance in order that 
she might be avenged for Frederick’s jest. 
And Prussia was not broken. Instead, the 
military spirit was hammered into her which 
resulted in making Germany the power that 
she is today.

Widely Varied Noon Menu. 

For hia noonday meal Mr. Chicago eats 
many different kinds of food, ranging from 
sandwiches to salmi of mallard duck, but 
among his favorite orders are a ham gand- 
wich, pie and coffee; soup—six days a week 
—pie and coffee; beef stew and coffee; chick- 
en pie and coffee; corned beef hash and cof- 
fee. With the last three lunches, when 
served by himself at a one-armed chair, two 
slices of bread cut into several pieces are in- 
cluded. For his beef stew or his chicken 
pie Mr. Chicago Man requires a dish at least 
12.500 feet by 18.500 feet. He drinks per- 
haps a little less coffee than at his morning 
meal and his wife and children probably a 
great deal less. 

The men, women and children of the 473,- 
141 families living in the 246,741 dwelling 
places of the city slide 5,370,566 shoes under 
the breakfast table. The average child, a 
well known shoemaker declares, wears a 
shoe six and one-half inches long, the aver- 
age woman one of ten inches, and the aver- 
age man one of eleven and one-half inches.

Of the 473,141 families of the city 342,472, 
or 73.8 per cent, rent d their places of abcue 
and 121,447, or 26.2 per cent, owned their 
homes, but of the latter number only 12 per 
cent owned their homes free of incumbraace. 

Mr. Chicago's business suit which he is 
wearing as he leaves the house Tequires 
somewhat more than 2,489,478 yards of 
cloth, a loop tailor asserts. He hurries down 
part of the 2,948.15 miles of Chicago streets, 
1,863.36 miles of which are paved, and, tak- 
ing a car, travels over part'of the 1,350 miles 
of street railway. Perhaps he takes a sub- 
urban train and forms part of the crowd of 
123,188 people that daily use that methed 
of transportation.

Churches Growing in Number. 

If he has more jeisure he may take a stroll 
on a section of the forty-eight miles of boule- 
vard and gaze at the 1,114 churches, chapels, 
and miseions, or drop into one of the twenty- 
two libraries to read some of the 760 news- 
papers and periodicals that are published in 
the city. Meanwhile 315,737 school children 
and 19,012 college and university students are 
getting ready for their day's work. 

There are 7,152 saloons in Chicago, but only 
1,114 churches, chapels, and missions, thirty- 
seven convents and monasteries, ninety—eight 
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asylums, and 294 schools, not includiag 
‘branches. 

Churches are born and die, bat the excess 
of the birth rate over the death rate is en- 
couraging. During the last few yenrs the 
birth rate has totald from thirty to over fifty 
a year—the number for last year being 51— 
while the death rate during an average yr 
will not reach two. 

The city may be divided into three sections. 
In the downtown section there are but few 
churches, and many of these are mortally ill. 
There must be a special, individu! reason for 
any church remaining in the loop. 

Surrounding the loop is a district wherein 
the churches are rapidly being pushed out by 
business. In these two sections, therefore, 
the death rate is far above the birth rate. But 
in the residential and suburbmo district that 
sweeps in a semicircle around this manufac- 
turing section the birth rate so greatly exceeds 
the death rate that the total for the city shows 
a decidedly healthy growth. 

In the resident! districts congregations are 
growing in number, small churches are being 
replaced by larger ones, and entirely new or- 
ganizations are being formed. In the suburban 
district the smme state of affairs prevails—the 
churches being smaller in size, perhaps, but 
the birth of entirely new churches is rapid.

A Man of Some Weight. 


Mr. Chicago is a sizable gentleman. . He 
is 4,083.8509.55 feet tall and weighs 108,- 
421,050 pounds. His wife towers to a height 


of 3,430,910.3 feet and weighs 80,045,125 


pounds. It is no wonder ,therefore that he 
can turn out the work that he does. The to- 
tal value of the products that he produces 
with the help of his wife, sister, and chil- 
dren amounts to more than $3,510,067.58 a 
day. 

The population of Chicago at the last cen- 
sus was 2,185,283, of which number 1,125,764 
were male and 1,050,519 female, or 106.8 
males to each 100 females. O/7 the total num- 
ber of people of the city more than 31 per cent 
were men of 20 or more, more than 20 per 
cent boys under 20, more than 28 per cent 
women 20 years and over, and more than 20 
per cent girls under 20. Fifty-three and six- 
tenths per cent of the city’s people of mar- 
riageable age were married, 41.6 single, and 
3.3 widowed. In spite of the city’s reputation 
but 3,949 were given as divorced.

Over 4,600 Ander- 
sons and 400 Andersens are next on the list, 
with ebout 3,000 Nelsons following them. 
Nearly 2,800 Browns and over 100 Brownes 
follow, with 1,900 Jones, 1,700 Murphys, and 
a like number of Olsons next in order. 

When Mr. Chieago returns to his home in 
the evening 61,485 dogs on whom taxes have 
been paid will woof-woof at him, wagging 
an unknown number of tails—it mus be re- 
membered some have been lost in the stren- 
uous life of the city—as they do so to show 
that there is no hard feeling in the demon- 
stration. 

Perhaps on his way home he dropped into 
a saloon and helped the saloonkeepers of the 
city pay their more than $1.40 a minute for 
license by contributing a nickel for a. glase 
of beer. If he and -his family are to keep 
up their end by drinking their share of the 
malt liquor consumed yearly in the United 
States, Mr. Chicago, his wife and children— 
even three day old John—each must drink 
19.96 gallons a year. If he took but one 
drink a day a beer glass large enough to holJ 
that drink would have to contain 27,606,- 
230.54 cubic inches.

Mr. Chicago ie a cosmopolitan being. He 
should feel at home almost anywhere in the 
world. There are within his boundaries 
445,139 people of native parentage, 912,701 
of mixed or foreign parentage, and 781,217 
who were born in foreign lands. Of the for- 
eign born part of him, 13.5 per cent is Aus- 
trian, .2 Belgian, 11.2 Canadian, 1.2 Danish, 
3.7 English, .1 Finnish, .4 French, 29.6 Ger- 
man, .4 Greek, 1.2 Dutch, 2.2 Hungarian, 


12.1 Irish, 44 Italian, 2.8 Norwerian, .3 


Roumanian, 10.9 Russian, 1.3 Scotch, 6.9 
Swedish, .4 Swiss, a trifle more than 1 per 
cent Turkish, .3 Welsh, and 3.9 other foreign 
nationalities. 

In the evening Mr. Chicago may take his 
choice of 640 theaters—with more building 
rapidly. In the larger ones alone he will find 
110,203 seats ready for him and his family. 
Besides theater tickets Mr. Chicago indulges 
in other luxuries. He imports each year 
art works over twenty years old to the value 
of $160,835, antiquities over 100 years old 
worth $257,515, books, music, etc., worth 
$95,525, cigars and cigareta worth’ $151.- 
968, diamonds and precious stones worth 
$602,771, and wines worth $572,600, but only 

70,501 worth of soap. 

Sometimes after a large evening Mr. Chi- 
cago is picked ‘up wandering about within 
the boundaries of his city—which exceeds in 
area St. Louis, Boston, Cleveland, and Balti- 
more combined—and one of his 4,955 police- 
men takes him before the judge. Among the 
83,852 people arraigned during the course of 
a year one finds 1:7 actors—good or bad not 
specified—-fourteen artists, anf’ 102 attorneys 
——physician cure thyself, one might advise. 
The barbers cease from shaving long enough 
for 529 of them to be arrested, and the 
handlers of the demon rum, the bartenders.

F you wish to keep your ekin fresh and nice you 

must take extra precautions insummertime. Sum- 

mer brings with it a number vf trials for the 

complexion, and if you don’t take “the ounce of 

prevention” during the season of freckles, tan, 
burn, and dust, and your skin is at all sensitive, the 
results will be most deplorable. 

Some people, it is true, admire the becoming brown 
which is characteristic -f the seashore girl, but, un- 
fortunately, we do not all brown becomingly. And in 
any case tanning and browning to such an extent is 
bound to harm the skin in due course. ° 


Too much exposure to sun and air is fatal to all cul- 
ture of complexion beauty. When you want to wear 
your evening dress you will find the tan, burn,.and 
freckles most unpleasant things to have ‘ deal with, 
The effect is most incongruous, and certainly not 
pretty if the color of the skin »n your arms and neck 
is two toned, as is generally the result where no pre- 
Cautions against burn and tan have been taken. 


If you make a practice of wearing low necked 
blouses out of doors don’t forget your sunshade Pro- 
tect yourself against the sun's rays while you sit on 
the beach after :our swim. The ugliest sunburns re- 
sult from the sun beating down upon \i‘et, unpro- 
tected skin. Face, neck, and throat once allowed to 
become red and scorched through sunburn remain un- 
sightly for a long time. Before going out lightly dab 
a little nongreasy cream over the skin, and then dust 
lightly over with some good face powder. This ef- 
fectively protects the complexion, neck, throat, and 
arms from the evil aad of exposure to a hot sun, 
which, in spite of its health giving properties, serves 
to dry and burn the skin, causing it to wrinkle in 
many cases. 

The formula for a good greaseless cream follows: 
Three drams gum tragacanth, five drams cologne spir- 
its, fifty drams giycerin, thirty drame stronger rose. 
water, and.twelve drams stronger orange flower Wa- 
ter. Rub the gum tragacanth and cologne spirits into 
@ smooth paste, then add the glycerin. Mix this thor- 
oughly. Then add the osewater and orange fluwer 
water, and beat to a smooth cream. A little of this 
cream is all that is necessary, as it is easily ab- 
sorbed, 

*¢ 

Col4 water should never ve used on a sunburned 
complexion. Wash the face in warm water instead 
Then sponge with a simple mixture of rain water (or 
any soft water), lavender, and benzoin. The propor- 
tions are three of water, one of simple tincture of 
benzoin, and two of lavender water. Cucumber milk 
is cooling for the sunburned face. Take an ounce of 
fresh cucumber juice and three ounces of fresh milk. 
Scald, skim, and use. This preparation, will only 
keep a few days, so it is not wise to make a large 
quantity of it. Ma-sage this well into the face after 
washing. Then wipe the face with a soft towel. 


in the summer you should massage your skin more 
frequently with good skin food than in winter time. 
There is nothing so effective for cleansing the pores. 
In the hot. dry weather dust is blowing about every- 
where, and soon settles into the pores of the skin. 
If allowed to remain there, blackheads and other dis- 
agreeable blemishes result. Massage your face every 
night, rubbing and tapping the cream into the skin of 
the face and neck. Then bathe your far: and neck 
in warm water to which about eight or ten drops of 
tincture of benzoin have been added. This prevents 
the skin getting flabby. 

There are some folk perverse enough to maintain 
that freckles are pretty, and although this is no doubt 
their honest opinion, it would be rare to find a girl 
afflicted with even a few freckles willing to acknowl- 
edge that they were anything but a blemish to her 
complexion.

The woman who freckles -asily should protect her 
skin during the warm weather by rubbing a little 
nongreasy cream into it once or twice a day and giv- 
ing it a light dusting of powder after the cream has 
been wel] rubbed into the pores. This, with the ad- 
ditional precaution of wearing & vell on sunshiny 
days, shoulé prevent them from appearing, no matter 
how fine and delicaté the skin may be. 

| * 

Buttermilk is invaluable for washing the freckled 
face, and its regular use will entirely remove freckles 
and prevent them from reappearing. It is always a 
mistake to put off the removal of any freckles which 
have formed until the end of the summer, as the 
longer they are allowed to remain the more trouble 
they give when the task of removinx them is under- 
taken. It is best to start removing them as soon as 
they are noticed, and then to take the precautions to 
prevent them from forming again. 

The following lotion is excellent for removing light 
freckles: Four ounces lemon juice, two ounces glyc- 
erin, ohe ounce rusewater Apply tc the face sev- 
eral times daily and allow it to dry on the skin. If 
the freckles are deep, a stronger lotion will be nee- 
essary to remove tnem.

The tunic should flare at the bottom 
and is open in the front its entire length. 
The edges may be faced or hemmed back 
to the depth of an inch and a half; the 
bottom should have a two or two anda 
half inch hem. The top is gathered or 
laid in small plaits; the edges are turned 
toward the blouse, which is set on top 
of it. 

Cover the joining with a sash of the 
satin six inches wide and long enough to 
go round the waist and tie in a bow with 
short ends, or it can be crossed at the 
back, brought to the front, and simply 
turned over in stole ends.

- Catholic Women’s Prote 


ctorate Aids Young Girls. — 
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By Inez Travers. 

‘HE Catholic Woman's league pro- 
tectorate now employs sixteen paid 
workers in its various departments. 
Since the incorporation of the pro- 
tectorate in 1910, when it was the 

only organization of its kind in the coun- 

try, seventeen others have sprung into. 
existence in the United States. It isan’ 
international organization, codpereting 
and affiliated with all foreign associa- 
tions doing preventive work. Its main 
object is to guard young girls against the 
many dangers that beset them when they 
come to a strange, and, to them, be- 
wildering city to earn & livelihoed; but 
its work does not stop there. It is for all 
females fram infancy to old age. It has 
done all sorts of work from finding homes 
for deserted infants to burying the desti- 
tute aged. It is nonsectarian and the 
first clause in the by-laws reads: “ For 
the preservation of young girls, regard- 


less of creed, color, or nationality.” The 
influence of the protectorate was @ ma- 
terial aid in sectring the services of 
women in the courts. It pays for a 
worker in each of the Juvenile court, 
the Morals court, the Boys’ court, and 
the Court of Domestic Relations. It is 
afiiliated with the Travelers’ Aid society 
and pays six women to guard the railroad 
Stations from 6 to 12 o'clock p. m. and 
to conduct young girls arriving on late 
trains to their destinations in safety. 
The protectorate is supported by con- 
tributions and dues, and, though it has 
need of large sums of money to carry 
on its work, it manages somehow to se- 
cure the aid necessary to its charges in 
an emergency. It is in need of voluntary 
workers among women who could give 
a few hours of their time daily or at least 
weekly. It is the aim of the protectorate 
—as of all other up to date associations— 
to do preventive rather than rescue work. 
It is not satisfied with securing a position 
for a girl—it follows her career until she 
is firmly established and past all danger.

It also 
endeavors to place the girls in homes 
where the people are of the same nation~ 
ality as the girl and where their religion 
is the same. This arrangement is found 
more satisfactory to the employer as well 
as the employed. Perhaps one of the 
greatest benefits of the protectorate is its 
loan department. Many girls who have 
at first received such small wages that 
it was impossible to live have had them 
temporarily supplemented by the pro- 
tectorate.

Josef. Holbrooke and Lord 

Howard de Walden, was staged 

at the Drury Lane theater in 
London not long ago the reviewers dis- 
agreed. They mentioned different fea- 
tures of the opera. One thing, however, 
they ail mentioned—the introduction of 
the cinematograph for the picturing of 
fiying birds. They exhibited almost a 
childish interest in the mechanical de 
vice. 

The opera was a disappointment. Not 
that some of the music was not good or 
that it was presented ill. Its theme was 
big enough—involving as it did the gods 
and the demigods. But it was dy al’ ac- 
counts rather dfeary. 

Use of the cinematograph is one of the 
indications of the straining for “ real- 
ism "’ on the stage. It is an advanced de- 
velopment of the various devices which 
load down opera stages ali over the 
world. If the devices used are under- 
stood, mechanically, to the audiences, 
each chairhoider feels inclined to explain 
to his neighbor just how it works. Ifitis 
mysterious, miraculous, the audience is 
@0 agog over a new triumph of invention 
that it loges the music.

ASTRONOMY. 


UPITER, which maintains a court 
undimmed by the full moon, ak 
though the great suns be almost ex- 
tinguished by it, has eight moons, 
Four of them can be found with a small 


telescope—the four that Galileo discov- 
ered with his imperfect instrument. 


When these mooms pass over the muir- 
face of the planet, between it and the 
sun, their shadlows can be seen against 
the great Cisk of the latter. When they 
pass behind it they disappear, reappear- 
ing after a time from the shadow. 

These transits amd eclipses are all care- 
fully computed and predicted. Navigat- 
ors make use of them in comparing local 
time with standard meridian time. 

Jupiter travels outside of the earth, 
further away from the sun. In circling 
around the sun Mercury is the innermost, 
then Venus, then the earth, and then 
Mars, Jupiter, and Saturn. On beyond 
are Utanus and the far outpost of the 
solar system, Neptune. Jupiter goes 
around the sun in eleven years, ten 
months, and seventeen days. That is its 
year. The earth circles around in 3865 
days. When the earth is between the sun 
and Jupiter it isnearest toJupiter. When 
it is on the other side of the sun it is fur- 
thest away from Jupiter. This distance 
is about 186,000,000 miles, 


~~ 
Tt was observed that as the earth re- 
ceded from Jupiter the moone of the 
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. & telescope you may see Io or Europa cast 


AT Yolk TON/GHT 
The total variation in time between the 
observations made when the earth was 
nearest Jupiter and when it was 186,- 
000,000 miles further away in space was 
sixteen minutes. 

The delay was due to the greater space 
which light had to travel. It required six- 
teen minutes for the evidence of the 
eclipse to reach across the 186,000. 000 ad- 
ditional miles. It was evident then that 
light traveled at the rate of over 186,000 
Miles a second. 


That was one way in which the veloo- 
ity of light was determined. One of Ju- 
piter’s satellites makes its revolution in 
@ little less than two days. It is Io and 
hes a diameter of 2,452 miles. Europa is 
slightly less in diameter but requires over 
three days for its revolution. Ganymede 
has a diameter of over 3,500 miles and a 
period of over seven days. Callisto is 
over 3,300 miles in diameter and takes 
over sixteen days to make its round. The 
other four of Jupiter's eight moons are 
very small and were not discovered unti) 
recent times. The larger ones can be 
seen with a smal? telescope, It is their 
revolutione which are computed so care- 
fully for the purposes of astronomer and 
navigator.
